_ UNO students seek jobs on federal level —

The modern day crime fighter takes 
many forms in the ever-changing environ- 
ment in which we live. From the Colombo 
and Baretta-types to the Police Woman 
and Adam 12’s, there is an almost endless 
variety of jobs in the law enforcement 
area. 


But what fields do the graduates from 
UNO’s criminal justice program pursue? 
Since most don’t become television stars, 
what areas of law are most popular? 


‘“‘We have people in nearly every federal 
law enforcement agency around,’’ 
Criminal Justice Professor G.L. ‘Kuchel 
said. “We even have people on the 
presidential protection teams.”’ 


According to Kuchel, the federal law en- 
forcement agencies do a thorough in- 
vestigation of potential employees which 
usually includes contacting the 
individual’s instructors for information. 
UNO graduates can be found in federal 
agencies such as the FBI, the Immigration 
and Naturalization Board, Customs and 
the Drug Enforcement Agency. 


Graduates 


Although many UNO graduates go to 
work for federal agencies, only one of 
these, the Federal Probation Board, pro- 
vides an internship for students who are in- 
terested in the federal branch of law en- 
forcement. 

“Federal agencies don’t like to give in- 


ternships because of the liability 
involved,’’ Kunchel said. ‘‘In the future I 


think there will be more internships at a 
federal level; they keep opening up a little 
ata time.” 


Most of ‘the graduates, however, like to 
stay in the Omaha area, such as an in- 
dividual identified only as ‘‘George,’’ who 
works for the vice squad of the Omaha 
Police Department. 


George wanders the streets of downtown 
Omaha each day, looking for certain peo- 
ple and checking out possible illegal ac- 
tivities in the area. There are many like 
George, who have found work in the 
Omaha area, usually as local officers, 
after graduating from UNO or while com- 
pleting the program. 


Left Omaha 


“‘Most of the graduates try to stay in the 
area,” Kuchel said. ‘‘However, we’ve 
found that those who have progressed 
most rapidly have left the Omaha area.”’ 


Kuchel blames the slower progression 
for graduates who decide to stay in the 
area on the competition in the area and the 
limited number of choices the graduate 
can make. 


“In Omaha, they basically have two 
choices, the Omaha Police Division or the 
Douglas County Sheriff’s Office,’’ he said. 
“The competition in Omaha is very tough, 
even for those who have completed our 
program.” 


Kuchel added that many gradutes from 
UNO have become cheifs of police in many 


of the small to mid-sized cities in the area. 
For example, the chief of police in North 
Platte is a UNO graduate, However, the 
majority are “‘lower level’’ local officers, 
from sergeant on down. 


For a few, Campus Security is an alter- 
native, but according to Kuchel, their 
number is small. ‘“‘Those who absolutely 
refuse to leave the Omaha area or are 
waiting for a different job opening and 
want to gain experience in the meantime 
make up the majority of these people.”’ 


Wardens 


Many graduates choose to go into the 
correctional side of law enforcement and 
have found it beneficial. The superinten- 
dent of the Nevada State Women’s Correc- 
tional Institution is a woman graduate 
from UNO. The wardens of the Cook Coun- 
ty Jail and the Illinois State Correctional 
Institution are also graduates from UNO. 


Other smaller prisons also have person- 
nel from UNO on their staffs, with enforce- 
ment officers being the most prevalent 
overall job for graduates. 


The military provides another area of 
law enforcement especially popular with 
ROTC majors. Agencies such as the 


Military Police and the Air Police have 


many UNO graduates, who have double 
majors or a minor in criminal justice. 


UNO students have internship possi- 
bilities in an array of fields related to law 
enforcement, but according to Kuchel, 
there are a lot more openings in the correc- 


tions area because there is less danger in- 
volved. 
Dangerous 

“It’s a lot tougher to get into law en- 
forcement agencies because it’s more 
dangerous and therefore the agencies are 
hesitant to let people in because they don’t 
want anyone to get injured,”’ he said. 


The most popular internships are those 
offered by the Douglas County Sheriff’s Of- 
fice and the Sarpy County Sheriff’s Office, 
but several others are available. 

“These internships give the individual a 
chance to see if this is the area he or she 
wants to get into and at the same time, the 
agency can look the individual over and 
evaluate. We’ve found that many of our in- 
terns have subsequently wound up being 
hired by the same agency later,’’ Kuche 
said. 

“It gives the individual a chance to sell 
himself and make a job in a highly com- 
petitive field. 

““Many even come back and teach here 
at the university,”’ he added, ‘‘and for the 
most part I think UNO’s criminal justice 
program rates comparably with any in the 
U.S.”

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‘Hot L Baltimore’ 
makes CUNO debut

The faded grandeur of the old 
downtown hotels is the setting for 
University .Theater’s upcoming 
production ‘‘Hot L Baltimore’’. 


The OBIE award winning play 
by Lanford Wilson deals with the 
destruction of the downtown and 
inner city areas to make way for 
new high rise office buildings and 
parking lots, said Wex Dixon, 
public relations director for the 
UNO theater department. 


The play is set in the lobby of 
the Hot L Baltimore, an aging 
downtown hotel that thrived dur- 
ing the Railroad Era. The 
grandeur and elegance it once 
had are barely visible now .in 
what remains of the hotel, its fur- 
niture and its inhabitants, said 
Dixon. 


The action takes place in the 
course of one day as the residents 
of the hotel find out their home 
has been condemned to make 
way for a parking lot. 


The protests of the residents 
are indicative of Lanford 
Wilson’s view that the city’s past 
is being lost through the destruc- 
tion of these fine old buildings, 
said Dixon. 


Dixon said, “If you want to 


draw parallels just look at what 
they are doing to downtown 
Omaha by tearing down the 
Fontenelle Hotel, the World 
Theater and other buildings. This 
city is losing a part of our past 
that can never be retrieved. 
Essentially this is how the 
residents of th Hot L Baltimore 
feel.”’ 


To create a more intimate at- 
mosphere, seating in the theater 
has been constructed in an 
unusual way. The audience will 
be sitting in the first four rows. of 
normal seating and at the left 
side of the stage on risers so that 
they will be looking down into the

action of the production, said Dix- 
on. 
The unusual seating will limit 
the normal 300 seat capacity 
theater to 150 seats. 


To enhance the atmosphere of 
the old hotels, theater patrons 
will enter through the old com- 
puter network room to check in 
and buy tickets and will then be 
escorted through the stage door. 
This is to give the audience 
members a feel for the hotel and 
its environment, said Dixon. 


The 15 cast members will enter 
and leave as any hotel resident 


entertain and move those who 
come to see it.”’ 


Despite a directorial change 
midway through the preparation, 
everything is on schedule for Fri- 
day night’s first performance. 


‘‘Robert Peffers had to 
withdraw from the production for 
personal reasons so I agreed to 
take over for him,”’ said Douglas 
L. Paterson, the new director. 
“The change has in no way af- 
fected the production.”’

Clouser 
merged classic ballet technique 
with a spontaneous flat-footed 
modern nonchalance, thereby 
striking an obvious contrast bet- 
ween the two styles while sum- 
moning an occasional giggle 
from the audience. 

Larson a gem 

Wendy Larson, one of the more 
brilliant gems in this piece, 
sparkled with unsurpassed agili- 
ty and zest. Not only Larson, but 
the entire ensemble seemed to 
generate a refreshing en- 


thusiasm for ‘“‘Works Without 
Opus.”’ 

Wilson’s “‘Cheri,’”’ in contrast, 
revealed a totally different 
energy level. Uniquely translated 
for ballet, Wilson based her 
dramatic piece on ‘“‘Cheri,’’ and 
early 1900 amatory novel by the 
French novelist Colette. 

In short, the piece portrays a 
young impetuous man named 
Cheri who is caught between his 
love from his young bride, 
Edmee, and that of an older 
courtesan, Lea. 

Set to the romantic music of Sir 
Edward Elgar, the piece revolves 
around Cheri, played by Edward 
Truitt, and Lea, played by 
Pamela Heston. Because of an 
obvious lack of color — one red 
divan — our attention, is devoted 
to the dancers. 

Simplicity key 

Like the bare stage, the dance 
movement itself seemed to be 
reduced to the simplest in form.

*“‘Divertimento,”’ a light corps 
work, showcased the agility the 
corps possessed in tackling some 
detailed, synchronized 
choreography. 

How serious? 

‘“‘Pass In Review’’ closed the 
program to the din of boisterous 
marching music. Six principle 
dancers held up well against 
some challenging choreography 
which involved leg kicks for 
salutes and several exciting lifts, 
leaps and pirouettes. 

It was difficult to tell, however, 
just how serious Enckell was 
about this piece. Were we to take 
him seriously when the flag ap- 
peared in the background at the 
end? Up to that point he had 


distracted our attention with the , 


circus-like atmosphere, the 
marching band uniforms, and 
even the MacDonald-like caps 
donned by the ballerinas. Unless 
some kind of narrative is provid- 
ed in the program that defines the 
work more clearly for the au- 
dience, works such as this are not 
going to receive the serious atten- 
tion they deserve. 

The most striking quality of 
Friday night’s performance was 
not just the skill nor the technique 
of the dancers, but their energy! 
All of the principles and even the 
corps dancers exhibited an ex- 
uberance that could only be de- 
fined as a joie de vivre.
